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Tornado Touchdown in Mattapoisett

Aidan Ridings was home at approximately 
11:45 Tuesday morning when, in less than a minute, an 
EF-1 tornado turned his Tinkham Road driveway and 
front yard into a wilderness of entangled tree limbs and 
uprooted stumps. 

“When it all happened, I was on the phone with 
my mom. I got the (phone alert) warning, and all of a 
sudden the wind just picked up right away. There was 
probably a 30-second delay between the warning and 
when the tornado, like, you could feel it,” said Ridings. 
“You could hear it, you could feel the pressure change, 
yeah. 

“just went right downstairs, tried to get the 
dogs in the basement. Of course, they wouldn’t listen. It 
was just stay away from all the windows ... once you look 
outside, it’s scary. Everything’s everywhere.” 

Across the street, a hot tub flew out of one yard, 
over a truck, and landed in another yard on its side. Next 
door, Suzy Brzezinski had television news crews in her 
backyard, where an uprooted tree flipped their shed onto 
its backside. In it was stored their generator. 

Ridings, a 22-year-old, Stonehill University 
graduate (Old Rochester Regional Class of 2019), is about 
to start a new career as a special education teacher in the 
Wareham School District. 

So much for summer vacation. He has a giant 
mess to clean up but, like many residents, he is grateful 
to come away unscathed. A few cell-phone photo shares, 
and his parents were on their way home from a New 
Hampshire vacation that was supposed to last until 
Saturday. 

Susan Linhares, Holly Hollow Lane, is a Skywarn 
weather watcher with the NOAA, a volunteer group, and 
told The Wanderer that Tuesday’s storm created a tornado

that plowed through her backyard. 

“It was unbelievable!” said Linhares, who knew 
it was a tornado because “I heard it like a train coming.” 
Linhares said that the number of trees brought down by 
the twisting gale were too numerous to count. 

“You wouldn't believe it if you could see it, but 
you can’t get down here,” she said. Linhares reported 
trees of all varieties were stripped of their leaves, had 
canopies snapped off and whole trees twisted and 
uprooted. 

As the nanosecond ticked by between when she 
heard the train-like sound and the aftermath, Linhares 
grabbed her cat and fought against the wind to close her 
kitchen door before heading to the basement. 

“T’m stuck here for a few days,” she said, still 
feeling a bit shocked at what she witnessed. “It came so 
quickly and was gone quickly.” 

Friends are providing water and food to the 
impacted family so grateful that, “No one got hurt.” They 
are also grateful their home was spared. 

Those samples were needles in a haystack of 
damage that also shut down a section of North Street 
north of Route 195 and caused damage along Acushnet 
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Road and neighboring areas. Homes were without power, 
and utility crews worked to clear debris and restore 
power. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, utility crews were still 
clearing roads and addressing electrical damage, while 
Mattapoisett Police were managing affected roadways 
and advising residents looking to go home. 

The Town of Mattapoisett has asked people 
to avoid downed power lines and report any blocked 
roadways to the Police Department at 508-758-4141. Any

Names and Places 
Thoughts on...

If you happen to be driving along Route 6 toward 
Marion just before the crest of the hill at Prospect Road, 
you might have noticed a small cemetery on your left. 
That would be the Pine Island Cemetery. If you are riding 
your bike to Crescent Beach from the village, you’ re likely 
to be on Pine Island Road. 

Since neither is anywhere near an island, you 
might have wondered where Pine Island is. You would 
not be alone. Even some old townies have asked that 
question. Well, there is a Pine Island. It lies between 
Crescent Beach and Strawberry Point. (Don’t ask ... I don’t 
know if there are strawberries on Strawberry Point.) 

Some say it only shows up at low tide, but a 
careful perusal of some maps and Google Earth show 
there is clearly an island just west of Cove Street near, 
appropriately named, Pine Island Pond. 

Old timers will tell you that many a person has 
ventured onto the island at low tide and was stranded 
when the tide came in. Why the road and the cemetery, 
both a good distance from the illusive island, bear its 
name is a mystery lost to history. You could try asking 
Charles H. Adams, the oldest person who was interred in 
the cemetery on April 3, 1817, but I doubt he’d answer. 

Pine Island is not the only island of mystery 
within our boundaries. Anybody know where Wolf Island 
is? Oh sure, you’ve heard of Wolf Island Road north of the 
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village just above Tinkhamtown, but there is no island in Residential & Commercial 
the vicinity. 

Folklore suggests that there was an island in a 
bend in the middle of the Mattapoisett River. They say 5 O 8 = 7 5 8 = P4 4 5 5 
a family of wolves lived there. Others say an old recluse 
who camped on the island said there were wolves 
there to scare people away. Who knows? There is some 
speculation that Wolf Island is not an island at all but a 
piece of land between the river and tiny Branch Brook. 
Isn’t that an island? . 

By the way, U.S. Geological Maps indicated Upgrade Your Gas Heating System 
there is a Wolf Island Pond in the area just north of the 
road, but there is no evidence of such. I’m too lazy to 
investigate but you're free to do so; just remember that 
Wolf Island Road is known to be haunted.

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to what it is today flowing under the new rail trail. 

Moses Barlow is not the only one whose legacy 
has been lost to history. Samuel Sturtevant, a noted 
businessman and a descendant of the Mayflower 
Sturtevants, was important enough to have a street 
named after him. Sturtevant Street ran from Barstow 
Street to North Street. It is now known as the east end of 
Hammond Street. 

At the 1883 Town Meeting, an article proposed 
changing the name of Pearl Street because there were no 
“pearls in the vicinity.” Thomas Nelson stood to suggest 
that, if that change was to pass, the town should also 
change the name of Baptist Street because “there were no 
Baptists left in the area.” 

Maybe they were all buried in the Pine Island 
Cemetery.

Bernie Klim has been surprising art lovers for 
decades, and yet his work remains fresh as if created 
yesterday or just a moment ago.

According to Harry Norweb, none of this or 
anything else going on at the Cushing Community Center 
would be possible without application of three other 
C’s: collaboration, cooperation and commitment. At the 
heart of the facility’s progress is the Cushing Community 
Center Working Group, which prides itself on being “not 
better, just faster.” 

The slogan stems from the 2020 dissolution of the 
Marion Council on Aging’s advisory board. 

The town’s bylaws written in 1970 called for a 
fairly sizable board for the COA (a nine-person minimum 
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and a five-person advisory board) that functioned as an 
operating board that made decisions and did the work 
itself. 

As Norweb explained, once the Town of Marion 
staffed its COA (Karen Gregory) and began reporting to 
the town administrator, the COA Board ceased to exist in 
terms of controlling interest in money or policy. Having 
seen its role as a consultant diminished, the members 
started focusing on building issues that would benefit the 
community. 

“Our focus, seniors, will specifically benefit,” said 
Norweb. 

As the board officially dissolved, Norweb recalls 
with a smile, “(Town Administrator) Jay McGrail picked 
us by the scruff of the neck and said, ‘where do you guys 
think you are going?’ Because we still needed the work.” 

Thusly, the CCC Working Group was born, and 
without the red tape of town government has been hard

“Next to 
money, volunteers 
are the most 
valuable resource 
you can have,” said 
Norweb, singing 
the praises of 
Merry Conway, the six-year chairperson of the Friends 
of the Marion COA who will pass the torch to Dianne 
Cosman and Jorie Borden, the overseer of all things 
horticultural. 

The little things and the big things, like the hedge 
growing along Route 6, are the product of volunteerism 
that is changing the look of the Community Center not 
only from without but from within. 

That hedge, it is believed, will dampen the 
sound of traffic to a point that the center can soon be an 
attractive venue for events like weddings. The center has 
had baby showers. 

Inside the building there are partitions that 
separate activity areas, and a wooden floor will soon 
replace the existing one-third tile and two-thirds carpeted 
floors.

“It wasn’t just a privacy issue,” said Norweb, 
noting that a visiting podiatrist now meets patients 
behind the closed door of office space. 

A combination of $7,500 funds, some from private 
donations and grant money and a generous donation 
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from the Friends of Marion Recreation, have brought the 
Pavilion to its current progress point. 

“It’s also not widely known that you can rent the 
Pavilion and this building,” said Norweb, who suspects 
more activity by 2024. “I wouldn’t be surprised if we see a 
wedding or two.” 

The new storage facility slab has been laid out 
back of the center, and there has been some work in the 
kitchen, just not enough to allow events to cook on site. 
For now, caterers are required. 

By next year, Norweb forecasts more usage of 
existing facilities. 

“T’ve not always been a big fan of build it and 
they will come,” he said, nothing plans to improve 
signage along Route 6 and the property line. 

He would like to see exercise and play facilities 
expand beyond the walking path recently installed, 

a Route 6 crosswalk and - fingers crossed - a future 
connection to the crosstown bike path. 

Above all, Norweb wants the public to 
understand one thing perfectly clear. 

“This isn’t the COA, it isn’t the Rec. Department; 
both of them are resident departments, this is the 
Community Center,” said Norweb. “Referring it to the 
COA is a complete misnomer, it would be like referring to 
the town hall as the building department.” 

As such since donated to the town by the VFW 
in May 2017 - that’s when Marion voters accepted the 
donation - a dormant period that lasted several months 
gave way to initial work by the town’s Department of 
Public Works to achieve ADA-compliance. In 2019, the 
Cushing Community Center was born as we know it. 

The center has recently received the donation of a 
650-pound stone facade in the name of the late Joe Marini, 
the Marion-based stone mason whom Norweb said had 
done much for the town. 

Trees have been donated by the Marion Parks & 
Tree Committee, and next year the Department of Public 
Works will be taking over the lawn care at the center. 

“I can’t say enough good things about the 
Facilities Department and the DPW. ... The DPW to a man 
have a can-do attitude ... they always do it so pleasantly,” 
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said Norweb. 

Bottom line, said Norweb, the CCC is open. 

A person can spontaneously bring lunch over to 
the Pavilion for some summer shade and use the restroom 
inside. Families are welcome to come in.

Liquor License Goes to Route 28 Project 
Rochester Select Board

The Town of Rochester was approved for another 
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liquor license, and it will be used only at the incoming 
Route 28 Cranberry Highway Smart Growth Overlay 
District, according to Town Administrator Glenn Cannon. 

That item was one of the few discussed during a 
quick 10-minute meeting of the Rochester Select Board on 
Tuesday. The board did go into executive session but had 
little business to discuss during open session. 

Cannon said one more liquor license is available, 
and the Select Board petitioned State Senator Michael 
Rodrigues. Now that will be used for the Route 28 
development, which is a 40R project. 

According to the state website, these projects 
encourage communities to create dense residential or 
mixed-use smart growth zoning districts, “including 
a high percentage of affordable housing units, to be 
located near transit stations, in areas of concentrated 
development.” 

In other business, Select Board member Adam 
Murphy asked Cannon to look into some issues with the 
town website (townofrochesterma.com.) 

Some developers and builders were able to 
complete applications online, but that feature has had 
issues lately. An online process makes it easier for both 
businesses and residents to complete applications at home 
to save time. 

Murphy also encouraged Cannon to review the 
town’s social media and Facebook policy. 

The board learned that RMS Solar would like to 
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renegotiate pricing for an approved project to develop a 
solar canopy at the Rochester Memorial School parking 
lot. The company cited rising construction costs, officials 
say. 

The Select Board agreed to return to its Monday 
night meeting schedule at the end of the month. 


Majority Would ‘Sunset’ Bylaw 
Marion Planning Board

A majority of the Marion Planning Board 
indicated during Monday night’s public meeting at 
the Police Station that it would favor “sunsetting” the 
Inclusionary Housing Bylaw once the town surpasses the 
state-required 10% in affordable housing. 

According to the 2020 Census, Marion is at 7.03%. 

While it’s been widely presumed that the town 
will go well beyond 10% with the building of Heron Cove 
Estates, a 120-unit, affordable-housing rental development 
off Route 6 near the Wareham line, builder Ken Steen 
has yet to pull a building permit for his Local Initiative 
Program (LIP) project that was negotiated with town 
leaders and vetted by the state and Marion’s Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Citing these facts, Planning Board member Eileen 
Marum said, “I’m trying to keep the community in safe 
harbor, and the only way you can do that (is via the 
Inclusionary Housing) bylaw.” 

The bylaw requires the builders of residential 
developments of six or more units to add affordable- 
housing units or pay the town a fee. 

Developer Matt Zuker, who is planning a 48- 
unit, townhouse-style, residential complex of market-rate 
homes for sale, told the Planning Board this year that his 
compliance with the bylaw will be a payment. “From a 
business standpoint, it just doesn’t make sense (to build 
“affordable” units.)... It’s a significant delta ... $75,000 per 
unit, and the sale price is tied to the state,” said Zuker in 
an earlier presubmission conference. 

The 20-year-old bylaw, opponents are eager to 
point out, has not resulted in a single “affordable” unit 
being built. 

Planning Board Chairman Tucker Burr, Vice 
Chairman Andrew Daniel and members Jon Henry and 
Dale Jones said Monday night that they would support a 
sunset provision. 

“The cost of construction to build affordable, 
there’s no return on investment. Who in their right mind 
would do that?” asked Daniel. 

With that, Jones motioned to sunset the bylaw. 
But more discussion ensued, and the matter never reached 
a vote. A public hearing would be a necessary step prior 
to a vote that would put the matter before voters at Town 
Meeting. A town vote would make sunsetting the bylaw 
subject to attorney-general approval. 

“You cannot make a unilateral decision

amongst yourselves, you’re going to have to involve the 
(Affordable) Housing Trust,” said Select Board member 
(and former Planning Board Chairman) Norm Hills, who 
represents the Select Board to the AHT. 

When Hills was still chairman of the Planning 
Board, he debated in favor of retaining the bylaw. 
Disputing Henry’s assertion that Little Neck Village costs 
the town $10,000,000, Hills referenced interaction with 
Finance Director Judy Mooney and said the number is 
probably less than $1,000,000. 

Marum and Toby Ast, a member of the town’s 
Affordable Housing Trust, asserted that the problem in 
Marion stems from the zoning bylaws’ application to 
single-family homes. 
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While opposed to the Inclusionary Housing 
Bylaw, Daniel has expressed in past meetings an interest 
in higher density for single-family homes in Marion. 

Local developer Sherman Briggs, in attendance 
on Monday for another matter (see below), has made 
no secret about his longstanding desire to build a 
townhouse-style residential complex but remains 
vehemently opposed to Marion’s Inclusionary Housing 
Bylaw. 

“If you all read it, it leads us right into a 40B 
project ... No matter where we are (in affordable housing), 
that bylaw gives a developer the right to do a 40B,” Briggs 
said, calling the bylaw “discrimination to people that 
don’t qualify for affordable housing. I think it’s totally 
wrong. I'd like to get ... Town Counsel on how he reads 
that bylaw.” 

On the advice of Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee 
and Building Commissioner Bob Grillo, the Planning 
Board voted to require major site-plan review for the 
construction of the new Marion Department of Public 
Works operations center at Benson Brook. 

Given the extensive work done by the town- 
appointed Building Committee over the past year, the 
board was leaning toward only minor site-plan review 
until Grillo pointed out that the project exceeds the 
square-footage threshold necessitating major site-plan 
review. 

Grillo and Guey-Lee stressed, however, that the 
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board can condition major site-plan review in a manner 
that negates certain triggers that Burr read from the 
bylaws. 

The Presubmission Conference featured a 
summary presentation by Ken Motta of Field Engineering, 
who was representing the DPW. 

As Motta summarized, the plan for a 14,400 
square-foot facilities building on the westerly side of the 
town’s Wastewater Treatment Plant is the result of an 
extensive planning effort involving himself, Grillo and the 
Building Committee team appointed by the town. 

Motta said there has been “little to no clearing” 
on the contiguous lots where the new DPW will be built, 
except for the area of the storage facility and a water- 
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quality swale to absorb parking-lot runoff. 

The building, which is being designed by Will 
Saltonstall, is proposed per the Building Committee 
as a wood-truss design with metal skin on the 
outside, according to Randy Parker, the Select Board’s 
representative to the committee. 

It will be centrally located on one lot but 
spreading to the other two, and the footprint is entirely in 
the “lay-down” area adjacent to the water tower. 

Motta called it a “sustainable design” per zoning 
bylaws and the needs of the DPW. It will be connected to 
town sewer, have water service and a fire-service tap so 
the building “will be sprinklered,” he said. 

Touching on stormwater management, Motta said 
half the site will drain toward a single catch basin on the 
southerly side of the parking field and to a double catch 
basin on the north side. An existing stormwater detention 
basin, he said, has been in place for years and has never 
shown evidence of water, so Motta does not expect 
additional flows to cause capacity problems. 

Marum asked about potential grant funding 
for construction or state assistance, citing the support 
that Representative Bill Straus gave the town during its 
cleanup of the WTTP lagoon. 

Parker said grant funding has not been explored 
and noted that the town secured approval from voters at 
Town Meeting. “But we will take any grant money that 
comes in,” he said, suggesting funding for solar panels 
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atop what has been described as a “solar-ready” roof. 

Jones, also on the committee, clarified that the 
structure has been designed to accept solar panels. 

“It’s on the radar screen ... we’re still wrestling 
with budget numbers on this project,” said Motta. 

After several residents in attendance continued a 
discussion of their growing concern of short-term leases 
in residential neighborhoods, the board voted to make it a 
goal to write a bylaw for short-term rentals by 2024 Town 
Meeting. 

While Burr and Daniel initially expressed 
hesitancy to write a bylaw addressing the matter, Marum, 
Ryan Burke and Jon Henry thought it important to find a 
way to address the emerging concern. 

Marum brought research to the table, having 
reviewed existing bylaws in Barnstable and the sparsely 
populated town of Alford in the northwest corner of the 
state. 

“Tf things come to our level, there’s a problem. It’s 


going to have to be dealt with sooner or later,” said Henry. 


Burke suggested that if someone purchases a 
property without intention to live there, they are not 
living up to the zoning bylaw. 

Resident Charlie Cosman, who lives on Planting 
Island said, “now’s the time to get ahead of it.” He 
suggested that an inn openly operating as a commercial 
enterprise is keeping to all kinds of codes and rules, 
whereas investors buying residential properties can skirt 
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those requirements. 

“The bylaw will not only protect the public but 
the owner,” said Cosman. “(Bed-and-breakfasts) in town 
are dictated very carefully what they have to do; the 
Airbnb’s should at least have that.” 

A lengthy discussion with land developer 
Sherman Briggs resulted in the board’s decision to lift 
a stop-work Enforcement Order pending a successful 
application on Briggs’ part for a Special Permit to 
complete the leveling off of his property off Spring Street 
(Map 24, Lot 36A, 37, 37A and 38) under Section 230-8.11 
(A.) 

Given the floor, Briggs disputed that erosion 
control is an issue, noting that the lots lie below the grade 
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of surrounding popeties including the bike path by 2.5 
feet and Sippican Health Care Center by 2 feet. 

Marum asserted that the 3.5-acre site shows 
evidence of the removal of more than 1 acre of vegetation, 
a trigger point for remediation, but the board decided it 
was impossible to disprove Briggs’ statement that 85% of 
the vegetation removed occurred as far back as a dozen 
years ago as preparation for (failed) sale of the property to 
Baldwin Brothers. 

“Tt does require a special permit,” stated Grillo, 
citing that certain triggers have been met under the 
erosion-control section of the bylaws. “I’ve received a 
litany of calls from some abutters, and I felt that the issue 
needs to be addressed.” 

Briggs insisted to the board that there are no 
plans to raise the height of the property beyond its current 
grade and that he has no problem applying for a special 
permit. 

“All I want to do is go in there and clean up the 
existing piles,” he said, noting that he plans to work 
weekends in order to get the job done. “The fill that came 
in and went out came in when the Baldwin site was 
done. ... We crushed all the material and took it off site. 
The bottom line is I’ve been an inconvenience to Baldwin 
Brothers and they’re complaining. I’ve probably got one 
weekend of work to get the majority (of the remaining 
work finished.) ... 1 may be filing for the building permit, 
we're getting that close.” 
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The board quickly approved an Approval Not 
Required (ANR) application submitted by Alexander 
Biner for what representing engineer Brian Grady of 
G.A.F. Engineering called a minor land swap at 546 and 
548 Point Road. There are no new lots as a result of the 
action. 

Member Dale Jones’ efforts to get the board 
to order business cards was voted down. Marion 
staff including Grillo, Guey-Lee and Planning Board 
administrator Terri Santos have cards. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, August 21, at 7:00 pm at the Police 
Station. 


Retaining Wall Materials Questioned 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

Additional information regarding the 
construction of a retaining wall planned for a Park Lane 
Extension residence came into question during Monday 
night’s meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board. 

The agenda item was merely an informational 
courtesy provided by the property owner Andris Rieksts 
and Lisa Francis to the board, offering them more details 
on materials planned such as a retaining wall. 

Board member Nathan Ketchel wanted more 
information on the material composition of the planned 
Lock+Load modular system and how it interfaces with 
natural materials on the site. Project representative Steve 
Courter said that critical to a successful installation is the 
use of compressed backfill to ensure adequate pounds per 
square inch of pressure. The company website states that 
Lock+Load provides structural capacity comparable to 
wet-cast panels and big block walls. 

In other business, the board approved two 
Approval Not Required requests. The first was filed by 
the Bay Club for 21 Bay Club Drive for a lot-line change, 
and the second filed by Windmill Square LTD, 5 Industrial 
Drive, to remove an existing easement. 

Ray Andrews of Bay Club Realty secured the 
return of a $47,000 road surety when he reported that 
all roadways under ownership of the Bay Club are now 
complete. 

A request by the Villages at Mattapoisett for 
the release of a $50,000 covenant-mandated fund for a 
stormwater-retention system was not heard. No one was 
present from the condominium association. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, August 21, at 7:00 pm. 


Abutter Stressed by Cannabis Store Hours 
Rochester Planning Board

Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday reviewed 
updated plans for the Special Permit and Site Plan Review 
application for a commercial building at 621 County Road 
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that will include Megan’s Organic Market, a recreational- 
marijuana retail store and fielded concerns raised by the 
business’s nearest abutter. 

Louise Hebert of 617 County Road asked when 
will the lit signage go on and be turned off and what will 
be the hours of operation. 

The petitioner’s attorney, Jonathan Silverman, 
answered that all the parking-lot lighting will be cast 
downward and will turn off an hour after closing time 
to allow employees to safely leave work. The proposed 
hours of operation, he said, are from 8:00 am to 10:00 pm. 

Hebert grimaced in response. She noted that 
means the lights next door to her home will be lit until 
11:00 pm, and she gets up at 4:00 am for work. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson offered 
the consolation that the panel reserves the right to revisit 
anything that becomes a nuisance issue that arises at a 
business it permits. 

Silverman noted cannabis-retail shops are heavily 
regulated, more so than other similar retail businesses, 
and therefore they create less nuisance problems because 
of their mandated restriction such as against on-site 
loitering. 

“Tt is inevitable that this is happening,” Hebert 
admitted. “I just want you to be a good neighbor.” 

Planning Board member Lee Carr asked if the 
store name could be changed to make Megan’s Organic 
Market less misleading. People could visit the store 
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assuming it’s a place where they can buy tomatoes, he 
said. 

Other board members added their own 
recommendations that a reference to cannabis sales be 
added to signage. Silverman said other communities have 
been against seeing “cannabis” on store signs but that his 
client would “love” to comply by adding the reference to 
signage in Rochester. 

The public hearing began with Phil Cordeiro of 
Allen and Major Associates, Inc., updating the board on 
the project’s design plan. 

Megan’s Organic Market will be within a 7,500 
square-foot building. Its part of the lot will offer 42 
parking spaces. For the two abutting residents to the 
south, there will be a vegetated border that includes 
leaving in existing trees. North-side abutters will get a 20- 
foot vegetated buffer and fence. 

Water will be provided through the extension of a 
Town of Wareham municipal water line. Fire suppression 
will be augmented by a dedicated fire hydrant on site. 

Johnson said the board wants to see the security 
plan for the facility before voting on the draft decision. 
Silverman said this plan has been forwarded to Rochester 
Police and Fire departments, and he did not send it to the 
Planning Board because then the details of its security 
arrangements would become public records for any 
potential thief to see. Johnson agreed to ask the Fire and 
Police chiefs for a look at their copies of it. 

The panel continued the public hearing until 
September 12 after approving the project’s two waiver 
requests: a reduced distance from the stormwater- 
treatment center of only 157.2 feet and a reduced distance 
between stormwater system and the sewerage system of 
132 feet. 

Elsewhere on its August 8 agenda, the board 
approved a Certificate of Compliance for the solar project 
at 0 Walnut Plain Road and Old Middleboro Road after 
Johnson reported that all disturbed areas appear to be 
vegetated and stabilized. 

The board then approved a one-year extension of 
the Special Permit and Groundwater Protection District 
SP for the large-scale photovoltaic installation solar

project at 0 Snipatuit Road. 

Following this vote, the board accepted a request 
to continue until September 12 its public hearing into the 
Site Plan Review application for a tree and perennials 
nursery at 157 Vaughan Hill Road filed by Jennifer and 
Chuck Anderson.

Health Collaborative Has Tri-Towns 
Rochester Board of Health

Rochester’s Board of Health on August 2 signed 
on to a Southcoast Public Health Collaborative Inter- 
Municipal Agreement that will allow Rochester to share 
healthcare resources with five other area towns: Westport, 
Mattapoisett, Marion, Lakeville and Freetown. 

The vote to join, however, came after board 
members asked critical questions about what autonomy 
the town might lose by becoming part of the pact. 

Board of Health Chairperson Sarah Tisdale Eby 
asked the first question: When will the collaborative’s 
grant funding run out? Board member Glenn Lawrence 
said the town entered into a similar cooperative 
agreement years ago, and in that case, promises 
didn’t come through. “I’m just very nervous about a 
‘collaborative’ like this,” he said, asking for assurance that 
wouldn’t be the case this time. 

Matt Armendo, director of Public Health for 
the Town of Westport, assured the board that no control 
will be lost because the collaborative will remain locally 
controlled. Westport will be the lead community, not any 
state entity. “You are autonomous,” he emphasized. “You 
may withdraw at any time.” 

Armendo said the pact and its grant funding 
will last until at least 2033. The initial grant last year was 
$300,000, he said, and another $300,000 was received this 
year. A total of $132,000 will be added to that amount for 
2024. A Shared Services coordinator, an administrative 
position, has already been hired. Shared inspectors will 
also be hired. The grant will fund salaries and other 
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expenses. Each town will send a primary representative 
and an alternate to the collaborative board that will have 
public, posted meetings. 

Armendo said before the final approval vote that 
there will be no cost to the town to withdraw, except not 
being able to share its grant resources anymore. 

“The positive is we will get backup with our 
workload, our heavy workload,” Rochester Health 
Director Karen Walega said. “Knowing that I will have 
backup resources is worth its weight in gold.” 

In a recent meeting in which the Select Board 
agreed to the pact, Walega said her department would be 
able to hire a food inspector to replace one who is retiring. 

Next, the Board of Health met with state Tobacco 
and Marijuana Program Director Megan DaCosta to 
tweak the preferred version of state regulations regarding 
retail tobacco sales that the town will adopt. 

Highlights include deleting the regulations 
regarding blunt wrap cigarette wrappers as a way to 
discourage their sale in Rochester. DaCosta and the 
board also agreed that there shall be no more than seven 
tobacco-product sales permits in town at one time. New 
permits shall not be allowed within 500 feet of an existing 
tobacco retailer, nor within 500 feet of an elementary 
or secondary school. Cigar bars, flavored tobacco and 
electronic, nicotine-delivery-system products will be 
prohibited. A tobacco-sales permit shall be suspended for 
seven days upon a second violation of regulations; 30-day 
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suspension for a third violation. 
DaCosta said she will have a final draft of the 
regulations in time for the board’s September 6 meeting. 
The Rochester Board of Health scheduled its 
next two meetings for Wednesday, September 6, and 
Wednesday, October 4, at 4:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


Survey Favors Historic District 
Marion Historic District Study Committee

Approximately 90% of survey respondents would 
like the Town of Marion to preserve its historic character, 
the Historic District Study Committee concluded at its 
August 4 public meeting. 

While the committee will host a public meeting 
on September 12 to further discuss what a bylaw and 
related regulations would entail, members said the 
responses were not as positive in connection to some 
of the detailed questions regarding demolition or other 
proposed regulations. 

The committee hopes to further gauge public 
opinion at the September 12 meeting, and Chairman Will 
Tifft plans on meeting with members of the Select Board 
to discuss the findings. 

“Tt will be an opportunity to engage public 
input with the results,” according to member Eric Dray. 
Although only 80 people responded to the mailed survey, 
that volume represents a high number for a public survey 
of that kind, according to Dray. 

“No survey (in town government) has gotten this 
response rate,” Tifft said. 

In addition to the September 12 meeting, the 
study committee also plans on an ambitious schedule that 
could lead to a bylaw and official historic district by next 
spring’s Town Meeting. Members said that the Warrant 
for the annual Town Meeting closes by March 1. 

The committee would plan on involving the 
Planning Board and then conducting some public 
hearings by March 1. 

The real challenge is getting more people 
involved and learning about the proposal before Town

He said it could easily be added to the recently 
updated and approved Waterways Rules and Regulations. 

But when the topic was broached during 
the meeting, other members were against it. Several 
complained there are enough rules and regulations 
already, thus have no appetite to revisit and modify the 
currently enforceable regulations. That matter was tabled 
for the time being, but MAB Chairman Carlos DeSousa

said he would check with other cities and towns for their 
policies, if any. 

A second part of the insurance conversation 
also brought up by Moore was whether or not the town 
was added as an additional insured party on municipal 
projects. A follow-up call to Town Administrator Mike 
Lorenco confirmed that part of the bidding process 
requires contractors to prove insurance coverage that 
indemnifies the town in the event of a liability. 

In other business, DeSousa reported that borings 
on Long Wharf have confirmed that substrate material 
includes rocks and layers of packed sand and that the 
condition of the underwater material is good for planned 
repair work. DeSousa said there is still a long way to 
go, as design has not begun, but that final designs will 
include the ability to raise the height of the wharf if 
needed due to sea-level rise. 

DeSousa also reported that a $20,000 Coastal Zone 
Management grant for the Holmes Wharf seawall was 
in hand and that the long-anticipated dredging project 
between Holmes and Long Wharf will be performed by 
the town’s Highway Department - date to be announced.

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and today, I haven’t recognized a soul”. 

Anna White expressed a similar sentiment at one 
of the Waterman School reunions. She was remembering 
that growing up in town, everyone not only pretty much 
knew everyone, but they also knew what was going on in 
each other’s lives. This was in part, because most people 
belonged to the same town organizations, like 4-H, the 
Women’s Club, the Grange, the Boy Scouts or the Men’s 
Brotherhood, among others. 

However, another reason for this communal 
knowledge were the articles written by Georgia 
Chamberlain who among many other of her activities was 
the Standard Times Rochester correspondent for many 
years.

' Dr. Scott served for many years as 
Neurosurgeon-in-Chief at Boston Chil- 
dren’s Hospital and as Professor of Neuro- 
surgery at Harvard Medical School. 

He carried out pioneering work on the neurosurgical 
treatment of stroke in children and was an internationally 
recognized authority on vascular malformations of the brain 
in pediatric patients. 

He was born in Philadelphia as the oldest of four 
children and the son of Michael Scott, a neurosurgeon, and 
Catherine Fadde Scott, a child welfare nurse. 

After his early schooling in the Philadelphia area, 
he graduated Phi Beta Kappa from Williams College in 1962 
where he majored in English and he obtained his MD degree 
from Temple University School of Medicine in 1966 where he 
was Senior Class President. 

After a Surgical Internship at Boston City Hospital 
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and a two-year clinical research fellowship at the National 
Institute of Neurologic Diseases and Stroke, he began Neuro- 
surgical residency training at Massachusetts General Hospital, 
completing his Chief Residency in 1973. 

Dr. Scott began his academic Neurosurgical career 
at Tufts University Medical Center where he worked for 15 
years, developing a specialty practice in Pediatric and Vascu- 
lar neurosurgery. He then joined the faculty at Boston Chil- 
dren’s Hospital and Harvard Medical School where he became 
a full Professor and was appointed Neurosurgeon-in-Chief in 
2004. 

He received lifetime achievement awards from the 
Neurosurgical Society of America, the American Association 
of Neurological Surgeons Joint Pediatric Section and The 
New England Neurosurgical Society. 

A revered teacher, Dr. Scott received the Silen Life- 
time Achievement in Mentoring Award from Harvard Medical 
School in recognition of his training and mentoring of count- 
less residents and students of all levels of medical training. 
Throughout his career, he trained more than 25 fellows who 
themselves became leaders in Pediatric Neurosurgery through- 
out the country. 

Mike had many interests outside of medicine includ- 
ing gardening, literature, opera, classical music, and cinema. 
Chief among them was his love of jazz and jazz piano-play- 
ing. 

He headed a neurosurgical jazz quintet that played 
throughout the country for more than 20 years at neurosurgi- 
cal meetings. He particularly enjoyed playing inventive jazz 
duets with an accomplished trumpet-playing friend, Jim Rose. 

He is survived by his wife of 32 years, Susan Taylor 
Scott, whom he met when she was an operating room nurse at 
the New England Medical Center. 

Mike treasured the many years they had together 
with long walks, theater, concerts, dinners and travels. Their 
Mattapoisett home was a beautiful quiet retreat where they 
could be alone together, garden together and enjoy the compa- 
ny of neighbors. 

Through the years, with his brother, Dick and his 
wife, Mary, Mike and Susan enjoyed walking tours to Croatia, 
Sicily, England, France, and Italy. There were also memorable 
visits to Normandy and Northern Ireland with his siblings 
Dick, Bill, Judy, and their spouses. An annual month in Ha- 
waii with Susan was a treasured respite in his post-retirement 
years.

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The Unknown Country. Starring Lily Gladstone and 
Raymond Lee. Directed by Morrisa Maltz. Running 
time: 85 minutes. No MPAA rating. Now playing in 
theaters. 

This is going to be one of those “in a lesser film” 
reviews, because Morrisa Maltz’s lovely, becalmed indie 
feature The Unknown Country keeps declining to do things 
that a lesser film would do. For instance, we meet our 
young protagonist, Tana (Lily Gladstone), as she hits the 
road. Her grandmother has recently died, and Tana is 
invited to the wedding of her cousin out in South Dakota. 
She stops for gas late at night, and a man filling his truck 
nearby stares at her creepily. We tense up, expecting 
something bad to happen. When she leaves the station, 
the man’s truck follows her. Then it turns off somewhere, 
and we never see him again. Maltz has evoked one of 
the many worrisome incidents that can befall a woman 
traveling alone without amping it up into the melodrama 
of a lesser film. For all we know, the man was just lost in 
his own thoughts, not registering Tana at all, and he just 
goes on his way. 

Similar things happen elsewhere in the film, 
reminding us that someone in Tana’s situation is 
vulnerable, but not making us watch her endure anything 
terrible. Now and then, the movie stops and lets one of 
the people Tana encounters tell his or her story. Morrisa 
Maltz filmed scenes with some non-actors talking about 
themselves, giving The Unknown Country the flavor of a 
fiction / documentary hybrid, as in some of Chloe Zhao’s 
films. One of these people is a male store cashier who 
seems overly flirty until we learn he’s not interested in 
Tana that way — he’s just one of those harmlessly flirty- 
with-everyone people you sometimes meet. 

It’s good that Tana’s journey is mostly only 
internally rough on her, because Lily Gladstone — who 
got some acclaim for Kelly Reichardt’s Certain Women 
and, later this year, will appear on many more people’s 
radar for Martin Scorsese’s Killers of the Flower Moon — is 
a gentle and friendly presence and makes Tana worth 
following and caring about; we don’t want to see any 
harm come to her. If her Tana likes someone onscreen, we

like them, too. Tana drives, stops at motels (we hear from 
the owner of one of the motels), hangs out with family or 
new friends — it’s a road movie dedicated to finding the 
odd humanity in the people who pass in and out of Tana’s 
path, especially those who, like Tana (and Gladstone and 
much of the cast), are Native American. 

The car radio tells us that the story unfolds 
sometime after the 2016 presidential election; it speaks 
of a divided nation. But the nation Tana drives through 
— from Minnesota to, ultimately, Texas — doesn’t seem 
divided, which suggests that the division is at least partly 
a media construct. Tana doesn’t encounter any red-hat 
wearers; most of the folks she does run across are nice. 
The Unknown Country is a refreshingly “soft” drama 
— it doesn’t crank up our emotions, it isn’t needlessly 
traumatizing. The drama inherent in the loss of family 
and the regaining of family is enough. The movie is 
made out of the moments and scenes that would be the 
first to get edited out of a, well, lesser film. It lingers and 
observes but is crisply paced and crosses the finish line at 
barely over 80 minutes. It puts no strain on our patience 
or on anything else. We relax into it and stay relaxed. 

I’ll remember the waitress who talks lovingly 
about her many cats. I’ll remember the motel owner, and 
the Korean guy Isaac (Raymond Lee) who keeps Tana 
company for a day or so, and the wedding of Tana’s 
cousin, an actual wedding incorporated into the film. 
(Yet the wedding happens only a half hour in — a lesser 
film would make the wedding a big dramatic or comedic 
climax.) I’ll remember that strange guy at the gas station, 
whose story I almost expected the movie to break off 
for a couple of minutes and tell. I’ll remember Flo, the 
90-year-old go-getter who cuts a rug every Friday at the 
local dance hall. And I’ll remember Tana, such a kindly 
and welcoming presence, the sort we need more of 
everywhere. We need more of this sort of movie, too.
